ail that Professor Snowden has writ 
ten about what our soil needs. We al 
unite in saying that no matter how 
much we fertilize it will do no gooi 
unless we fumigate. But what is the 
use of doing either one and ihen let 
the trees droop and the leaves drop 
off every month for the lack of more 
water? Talking on the street corner 
won't bring us more water; 
neither 


will sparsely attended water meet- 
Ings. 
It remains 
for 
publicity 
to 


arouse us to the fact that we are neg- 
lecting an all-important 
matter 
re- 


garding our beautiful groves. 
And 


there is another reason why we need 
not be afraid of publicity. During the 
last six months I have traveled over 
a large portion of the slate as a land 
agent, and, believe me, they are all 
hit with the same club, only in every 
section I have visited conditions were 
a thousand times worse than they are 
right here.

Nowhere can one ' 
ind such groves, such schools and | 
such a high class of people as we have 
lere, and Covina is too well and fav- 
orably known to be hurt in the minds 
of all thinking men simply because 
we feel that we need more water and 
are going after it. After all, we are 
compelled to boost because we could 
not do anything else and tell the 
truth.

Manager Powell Will Make Important 


Addition to Literature For 


Citrus Growers. 


The establishment of one of the best 


agricultural libraries on the Pacific 
coast, which will be open-to all per- 
sons interested, and especially to t.be 
citrus rancher, is the aim of G. Harold 
Powell, new secretary and general 
manager of the California Citrus Pro- 
tective League. As a nucleus to this 
library, Mr. Powell is having shipped 
to California his personal library, a 
collection made carefully and exhaus- 
tively during his ten years with the 
Department of Agriculture at Wash- 
ington. The books will be installed in 
the Consolidated Realty Building at 
Sixth and Hill streets, where Mr. 
Powell lias his offices. 


"We expect to keep in very close 


touch with tlie Department of Agri- 
culture and the Bureau of Plant In- 
dustry." said he Monday. 
"We will 


socure the aid of specialists in citrus 
culture 1'rom these departments when- 
ever it is necessary to augment the 
work being caried on by the state 
institution. Every line of industry is 
trying practical investigation of sci- 
entific nature as an important funda- 
mental to business. Science in busi- 
ness is almost a slogan in the devel- 
opment during the last decade, and in 
agriculture this has been applied more 
directly, probably, to the citrus indus- 
try than to any other branch. 


"There are a large number of prob- 


lems not solved in connection with the 
citrus industry, and I feel that the 
Protective League can be of great as- 
sistance in helping to strengthen the 
agencies, both state and federal, which 
are organized to investigate these 
same." 
In connection with the reference li- 


brary, Mr. Powell stated that the 
league would be ready at any time to 
answer questions coming from the cit- 
rus growers, and to direct the ques- 
tions to the proper sources if they 
were such as did not pertain to the 
work mapped out by the organization 
itself. 
Having been for some time the act 


ing head of the Bureau of Plant Indus 
try at Washington, Mr. Powell feels 
that he is capable of bringing all per- 
plexing questions to the proper fount 
of information. He also intimates that 
the league will endeavor to secure 
larger appropriations from the gov- 
ernment for citrus investigations. 


Mr. Powell's first telling work with 


the Protective League is expected to 
begin with a meeting of the board of 
directors, which is to be called with- 
in a few days, at which time the ques- 
tion of citrus tariff and freight rates 
will figure prominently.
